es, so that you must be sure that 
there Is plenty of mulberry or usage 
provender In the neighborhood bt'fore 
you begin operations. In fact the de- 
partment of agriculture will not send 
you the eggs unless you can give the 
assurance that such Is the case. For-

Gather Leaves 


The gathering of the leaves for the 


worms Is a part of the business which 
furnishes suitable 
employment for 


children, while women will find the 
work of cnring for the caterpillars 
a light and agreeable ocupatlon for 
their leisure time. 
Silk culture. In- 


aeeil. Is peculiarly a household Indus- 
try, and In Franco and Italy, Is car- 
rleil on by hundreds of thousands of 
families, each of which produces a 
few pounds of the cocoons annually, 
in tins way. practically the entire 
crop Is grown, so to speak, the co- 
coo being sold to factories. In which 
tne silk Is reeled from them for even- 
tiial conversion Into fabrics.

H 
you will plant It and take slips from 
It to' start other trees, you will soon 
have a sufficient plantation to sup-, 
ply with their chosen food, an army 
uf silk worms. 


While Mulberry 


The white mulberry Is tne only kind 


of mulberry' that serves the purpose 
though silk worms are quite as well 
satisfied with the leaves of the osage 
orange, of which unlimited quantities

Some growers use 
Instead of brush, a
